The L-55 was salvaged by the 
Rossians and taken to the Kron-

Official information here in Mos- 
cow gave details of what happened 
to the L-55 during the Baltic Sea 
_ operations after the Armistice. On 
_ June 4, 1919, the fort at Kronstadt 

reported a fleet of four English 
minesweepers in Kaprosky Bay, 
with a submarine periscope show- 
ing near them. 


The Russian destroyers Agart 
and Gavril were sent in pursuit. 
Shots were fired at the periscope. 
~ An explosion followed and the sub- 
marine appeared no more. 


The war department announced
